Pattison’s exit required for 
issuance of liquor license

A liquor license will not be 
granted to the CSUS Hornet Foun- 
dation unless student Rick Pat- 
tison is officially removed from the 
foundation's board of directors, 
said Hornet Foundation Executive 
Director Dale Brostrom in a board 
meeting Wednesday 

According to existing foun- 
dation by - laws, no one under age 
21 can be a member of the board 
Under state law it is illegal for the 
holder of a liquor license to be 
under 21. Therefore, the foun- 
dation, as license hoider, may not 
include persons under the drin- 
king age. Pattison will reach that 
age April 21, 1979 

Bob Raymer, board member 
and ASI! president said, “The 
outlook is grim for having 
someone under 21 on the board.” 

Brostrom said the Alcohol 
Beverage Contro! Board (ABC) 
will not even consider the license 
request until the Hornet Foun- 
dation board of directors is 
properly constituted 

“After we have met the 
stipulations (ABC) has asked us to 
meet,” said Brostrom, “they will 
again continue to process our ap- 
plication.” 

Board members indicated that 
there was no assurance of receiv-

In speaking of the Chinese invasion of Vietnam, 


CSUS Government Professor Unja Lee discussed 
Chinese motivation for the attack saying that his- 
toricaily there have always been hostilities between 
the two countries. 

Lee stated in an interview, “! don’t know how far 
you can go back, but traditionally there is a hostility 
between China and Vietnam.” 

“It's not a case of China wanting to conquer, but 
it’s a case of probably punishment or forcing the 
other side to stop provocation,” commented Lee. 
While there is a great dea! of historical reason for the 


invasion, Lee added, “There's the element of Soviet

Advertising schemes, contrived to bilk the 
populace into believing that smoking cigarettes is 
not al! bad, blitz the globe. Smoking cigarettes is 
likened to cool mountain streams, to the great out- 
doors, to a superficial “macho - image” — ang to just 
about everything it is not. 

A recently - released acvertising campaign 
created by the mind manipulators — the ad men — at 
the Tobacco institute, attack our inbred instincts 
and soothes the troubled mind of the guilt -.ridden 
puffer. 

These mon are hired to promote smoking and in- 
crease the worth of the tobacco industry, a $75 
billion a year industry that pours a large amount of 
its income into selling cigarettes, cigars, etc. Now. 
by striking at our subliminal senses, a totally 
different approach, they explain in a two-page 
spread in Time magazine that separately addresses 
smokers and non - smokers, why smoking is nice 
and why people do it 


They list, hoping we will understand (and join 
forces with them?), five reasons why people smoke: 
—It's a smail ritual that welcomes strangers. 

—It provides companionship in solitude. 

—It fills empty time. 

— It marks the significance of certain occasions. 

—It expresses personal style. 

instead of informing the millions who are ad- 
dicted to the weed, that smoking is a deadly habit — 
for themselves as well as for people around them — 
the tobacco powers encourage smoking as a 
demonstration of “personal style.” 


They state. in part of the ad addressed to 
smokers, “The point is that most non - smokers think 
smokers are O.K. and they {non - smokers) like to be 
around us (smokers) — when the choice is left up to 
them.” 

Let me get this straight. Non - smokers prefer to 
be around smokers when, if ever, given a choice? 
Non - smokers enjoy wheezing in smoke - filled 
rooms? 

Hogwash. Non - smokers only tolerate smokers 
because, for the time being, we must share this small 
planet with them and there isn't much chance to es- 
cape those heinous white clouds of death. Only one

Who suffers from smoking? Obviously, the 
smoker is jeopardizing his heaith, and that is his 
perogative. But what choice is given to the non - 


smoker who inhales the tobacco fumes as wel!? 


Consider: A smoker inhales a cigarette eight or 
nine times for a total of about 24 seconds. But for 12 
minutes, smoke streams from the burning tip, into 


the air and into the lungs of everyone around. Also. 


the smoke lingers long after the fire has been ex- 


tinguished, usually long enough to light up another 
For years the American Lung Association has 
waged a campaign spelling out the dangers of smok- 
ing and urging smokers to detest from sucking death 
into their body tissues, but have had limited success 
Now the association, it seems, is concerned with 
protecting the health of non - smokers. who 
themselves become suspectible to bronchitis. em- 
physema, cancer, etc., when continually exposed to 
“second - hand” smoke 
Studies show that second - hand smoke contains 
twice as much tar and nicotine than inhaled smoke. 
three times as much 3-4 benzpyrene, a cancer - 
Causing agent; five times as much carbon monoxide 
which robs the blood of oxygen: and 50 times as 
much ammonia 
Smokers have a tendency to strip non - smokers 
of their rights while exercising their “personal style.’ 
They blatantly violate posted “no smoking” signs — 
perhaps in an act of defiance — in restaurants. 
Stores, theaters and even hospitals 
The harm they choose to inflict on themselves is 
of their perogative. But when they impose their 
choice on non - smokers, who do not “like being 
around them” as the ad states, and don't give adamn 
about the discomfort and irritation smoking causes 
others, they are in the wrong. Dead wrong 
The tobacco people's ad is even scornful of non - 
smokers, whose abstention equals millions of 
dollars in lost revenue 
“The trouble is that some peopie — want to 
harass smokers in about everything.” 
At least they were right about one thing

The way | 
understand civil jaw and civil 
procedure, a contract '!s an 
between two parties 
and both parties have to consent to 
a change. otherwise there is no 
contract. The BOC however, did

Once again the case was filed in 
small claims court and in mid - 
March the court ruled against Pat- 
tison for the same reason the BOC 
did Shortly thereafter, enough 
donations from dorm. students

The “Beat” movement's center in 
the west was San Francisco's 
North Beach. The beatniks celeb- 
rated withdrawing and dropping 
out The beats adopted coo! as 
their music 

Only a few of the cool artists 
have much of a following today 
Stan Getz may be the leading artist 
to emerge from the cool school of 
jazz. Eventua!!y cool died out to be 
replaced by the hard bop 
pioneered by John Coltrane and 
jazz ~- rock whose father was Miles 
Davis 

The inspiration and innovative 
contributions of the bop artists far 
Outweigh those of the cool artists 
The influences of such bop 
luminaries as Gillespie and 
Coltrane have had a great dea! of 
mpact in the world of jazz today 
while the impact of the cool school 
has been minimal by comparison 
Yet with the possible exceptions of 


Davis, a second - generation 
bopper, and Gillespie, public 
recognition and acceptance 


eluded the bop artists during their 
lifetimes 

The cool artists got the good 
club dates and recording contracts 
that enabled them to earn a com- 
fortable living and provide a 
degree of financial security for 
most of the well - known cool ar- 
tists. The comfortable earnings of 
the cool school may account for

| must have been taken in by the 
media's coverage of a few violent 
incidents at theaters showing the 
Paramount Pictures’ release. The 
Warriors, | thought, must be a 
movie capable of inciting people to 
riot as soon as they left the theater 
if not before. ; 

The knowledge that Paramount 
was hiring hundreds of security 
guards throughout the country to 
prevent any further violence as a 
result of the movie added to my ex- 
pectations of a powerful and 
forceful movie. Maybe | was even 
hoping that it would be grossly 
perverted, violent and decadent. | 
suppose | was looking for a cheap 
thrill. 

Somehow | got the wrong im- 
pression of the picture. That was 
the result of my gullibility or the 
effectiveness of Paramount's 
publicity campaign. | would hate to 
ponder the implications of either 
cause, 

The Warriors is a comedy. It is 
full of one - liners that seemed to 
have most peopie laughing hear- 
tily, not getting their switchbiades 
ready for action. It is a grade 6 
comedy that not everyone will en- 





joy and some people will find 
offensive. | enjoyed it andwas sur- 
prised 

Like the movie's publicity cam- 
paign, the start of the film promises 
more than it delivers. At the begin- 
ning of the movie the photography 
and soundtrack seem well - 
planned and executed, holding out 
the promise of a well - constructed 
and produced film 

The promises are not kept but 
on the strength of the one - liners, 
audience interest is kept up 

The movie is a comedy spoof 
about a gang battling every other 
gang in New York City and the 
cops in order to get back to their 
own turf. The Warriors are a small 
gang that have been falsely ac- 
cused of murdering a powerful 
gang leader 

The plot is not extensively 
developed nor are any characters. 
None of the actors stand out and 
some of the dialogue appears 
pointiess. 

The Warriors, instead of 
developing the traditional aspects 
of a film, aimed for a sense of 
cameraderie and fun. inthis regard 
1 think the film will succeed for 
many people.

A budget cut in stipends for ASI 
senators, senate chair, and acutin 
legislative travel expenses for the 
1979-80 fiscal year were proposed 
Wednesday by ASi senate chair 
Kevin Stevens. 

Stevens’ suggested cuts in- 
clude a reduction of ASI senators’ 
stipends from $100 to $75 per 
semester, and a $700 annual cut in 
the senate chair's stipend 

“It is not necessary to allot 
$1,500 for travel,” Stevens said 
“One person traveling around the 
state is enough.” 

Stevens’ proposals came under 
attack from some senators. Nur- 
sing Senator Pete Higginbotham 
said, “| use more than $100 in gas 
alone.” ; 


KEG Radio Manager Me rk Menz 
Surprised the senate in stating, 


“We aren't asking for any stipends... 
We may be getting $400 to $500 in 


ad revenue a month. If so. we may 
ask for half of that for stipends.” 
The overail budget request for 
KEG is $4,000. 

KEG, 880 AM, is located in the

kins Hall and will begin broad- 
casting February 26 

A $71,076.40 request was made 
of the senate by the Theatre Arts 
Department 

Last year no money was alloted 
to Theatre Arts by the ASI 
However they did receive $15,000 
from Instructionally Related Ac- 
tivities 

“It's a matter of how highly the 
senate rates the Theatre Arts 
Department,” said program direc- 
tor, Larry Shumate. “About one 
third of our program is funded and 
the rest comes from our box office 
income,” he added 

Theatre Arts sponsors a one - 
act play program that is oriented 
toward blacks, and a Chicano 
theatre group which wil! perform in 
tne loca! community. “We go into 
these communities to add drama 
into their culture,” Shumate said 

“Over 4,000 CSUS students and 


“\ nearly 2,300 non - CSUS students 


aitended these productions. Our 
total attendance was over 16,000 
— roughty, the FTE equivalent of 
the entire * sniversity for one 
semester.” 
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The Ink Machine also made a 
bid for ASI funds at Wednesday's 


meeting. The request for 
$11,241.20 was presented by 
Midge Marino 


Marino asked for additional fun- 
ding to purchase a separate press 
“This press is needed to bring in 
business for additional revenue,” 
Marino said 

ASI Executive Director Paul 
McAmis questioned Marino about 
the possibility of the ink Machine 
offering a typing service to 
students. “It could be possibile, but 
space would be a _ problem,” 
Marino said 

Community Gardens Director, 
Joseph Cholewa, asked for $1,400 
in funds. The only increase in-the 
budget is a cost of living increase 
in salaries 


Community Gardens offers a 
plot of land to students for a mere 


eight dollars, and for non - 
students a fee of ten dollars is re- 
quired

elsewhere.” 

Last November the senate re- 
jected a proposal by Fieids to 
spend $22,000 — $13,000 of which 
would have come directly fram ASi 
— for BHW, Feb. 5-10. Prior to 
Thanksgiving, Fields presented a 
second proposal. which was ap- 
proved, of a $17,450 budget — 
$8,450 to come directly from the 
senate 

At that time, then - business 
Senator Cam Stewart, now vice 
president, felt that the ASI “would 
be taking a big chance” if the 
program was funded because 
$6,000 was supposed to be raised 
from the Sacramento community 
to help fund the event, but that was 
not committed. 

According to Fields, none of 
this $6,000 could be raised 
because “everyone asked said that 
due to Proposition 13 and other 
uncertainties, they were unable to 
contribute financiaily.” Fields said 
his fund - raising committee ap- 
proached the Nationa! Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 


People, Sacramento Urban 
League, private businesses, chur- 
ches, and the Bank of America 

“With the limited funds and time 
we had, ! feel that it was still not 
enough. We could have had more 
speakers and more programs.” 
Fields commented. “Black History 
Week should be continued 
throughout the calendar year | 
don't feel the program was too 
much or overplanned ” 

The only revenue that McAmis 
was aware of was raised from the 
disco dances which brought in 
about $1,000. Both McAmis and 
Fields mentioned that bil!!s for the 
week are still Outstanding and it 
would be a while before exact 
figures on some things were 
availabie 

The Theatre Arts department's 
Sons and Ancestors, black student 
performers, were paid about $500 
for two performances. They were 
paid for “services needed, source 
of materiais, time, length of 
program and a small fee for their 
royalties,” Fieids explained, ad- 
mitting that the group is part of the

tively but his piaying was generaily 
one - dimensional. 

Bootza Necak on bass seemed 
to lose himself to the music more 
than anyone else in the group. His 
playing seemed to be the most 
inspired. His enthusiasm seemed 
to have been responsible for some 
slightly muffled passages but also 
resulted in some of the more 
interesting moments. 

Drummer Pete Pfeifer displayed 
a wide range of rhythmic accents 
and his brush and high - hat work 
were strong. Pfeifer was at his best 
on the two bossa nova numbers 
written by Antonio Carlos Jobim. 

One of the bossa novas, “Cor- 
covado,” is on the 1963 Getz- 
/Gilberto aibum. 

According to Joan Gilberto and 
Jobin the cool sax playing of Getz 
was a great influence upon their 
contributions to developing boosa 
nova. Cool fit.in with their relaxing 
Brazilian rhythms. 

The most beautiful melody of 
the concert was that of Richard 
Rodgers’ “My Funny Valentine.” 


Tulga’s sax work reminded me 
most of Pau! Desmond's playing, 
elegantly restating the theme in 
subtly changing variations 

While every member of the 
group played well, the one 
dimensional nature of the materia! 
and performance kept the concert 
from being anything more than 
merely relaxing. There was noth- 
ing startling or provocative about 
the music. There were no surprises 
or drama. 

Even though everyone played 
weil it seemed that they could have 
complemented each other more 
efficiently. They have not learned 
to make the most of each other. 

The Quartet may have been 
able to transcend the limitations of 
their material if they felt stronger 
about it. While their music was nice 
it did not seem personai:; it did not 
seem like their own. Having a per- 
sonal vision and being true to it is 
often more important than techni- 
que. Without a strong personal 
commitment it is often difficult to 
get an idea across convincingly, 
musically or otherwise.

From page 1 column 6 
received notice of a rent increase 
Kaul explained the increase was a 
precaution and !f rent does not in- 
crease, the money will go back in 
the AS! general fund 

The University Union is owned 
by the CSUC trustees. Therefore, 
AS! rents office space. The 
business office, co - op and bike 
shap also rent their space 

Items that decreased were 
wages and salaries for the staff and 
student assistants, and the amount 
for printing and duplicating 

The Chicanito Science Project, 
designed to increase the number 
of minority students in science and 
technology, requested $3.200 for 
1979-80 

Director of the program, Sonia 
Arreguin, told the senate that 
CSUS students act as tutors con- 
Gucting experiments one after- 
noon a week for one to two hours 
at three elementary schools and 
one junior high. The schools in- 
volved are Ethel! Phillips Eiemen- 
tary, Elder Creek Elementary, 
Washington Neighborhood 
Center, and Sutter Junior High. 

The bulk of the requested funds 
is for salaries and wages to covera 
Student director and two program 
coordinators. Funds are also being 
requested from IRA 

The AS! Executive Office also 
requested funds from the senate, 
seeking $9,100 for 1979-80 

ASI President Bob Raymer ex- 
plained that he cut travel expenses 
by $1,000 and cut allowance for 
stipends by $2,000 because they 
had been overbudgeted by former 
ASI President Peter Young. 

The travei funds are for 
emergency conferences, such as 


the one on tuition earlier this year 
Any other travel expenses will 
come out of contingency funds, 
the same as for any ASI senator 

Raymer also said a restriction 

would be placed on the travel 
funds so they would be ap- 
portioned for each semester in the 
year. This is to prevent the entire 
allocation from being spent in one 
semester as happened under 
Young last semester 

Raymer also decreased the 
stipends to $150 per person per 
month. Young had increased 
stipends. The stipends go to the 
ASI president and vice president 
and any aides they feel are neces- 
sary 

The rest of the money goes 
towards professional dues and 
subscriptions with the largest 
amount going to the Cal State 
Student Association 

Administration and operations, 
which provides financial and ad- 
ministrative support for ali 
operations of the ASI, requested 
$97,550 for 1979-80 

AS! Executive Director Paul 
McAmis told the senate his request 
is a 6% percent increase over the 
current year. Some of the areas 
that went up were insurance, 
repairs and maintenance, and 
jabor costs. 

Salaries and wages included a 
seven percent cost of living in- 
crease which is what President 
Carter recommended as part of the 
voluntary wage and price controis. 
That is five percent less than what 
the chancellor recommended. 

The allocation for professiona! 
services was decreased by $5,000. 
“This is somewhat of a risk, but 
pretty justifiable,” McAmis said.

On Monday, February 26, 1979. beginning about

This is the last time Sacramentans will be able to 
Step outside their homes and view an eclipse of this 
magnitude, for this will be the last tota! eclipse 
visible in the continental US until Aug. 21, 2017 

But according to H W_ Ibser, CSUS physics 
professor, there are ‘at least two and sometimes five 
solar eclipses a year Many happen over other con- 
tinents or oceans, so the rarity comes in having a 
total eclipse less than 500 miles away.” 

Ibser explained that eclipses occur when a new 
moon passes directly between the sun and earth. 
casting a shadow on the earth's surface. If you areon 
a part of the earth covered by the moon's complete 
Shadow (called the umbra), you will see the sun 


totally covered by the moon. People in areas like 


Sacramento covered by the moon's penumbra (par 


tial shadow) will undergo a partial eclipse and see 


only part of the moon covering the sun 


Fewer than 70 eclipses occur each century and 
author Issac Asimov estimates that only one in 1000 


people are ever able to view a total eclipse 


The fact that the sun is 400 times larger than the 


moon and that the sun is 400 times as far away from 
the earth as the moon makes it truly remarkabie that 
eclipses occur atall They are possible because from 
earth, the sun and moon appear to be the same size 
in the sky, so that when one passes in front of the 


other, it gives the illusion of “covering” it

The path of totality (the area in which one can 
view a total eclipse) is never more than 200 miles 
wide and covers about one half percent of the earth's 
surface. Monday's eclipse will sweep through 
Washington, Idaho, Montana, North Dakota and 


Canada and many local astronomers are traveling to 
these areas to look at and photograph the 
phenomenon 


Northern California will see the sun's disc begin 
to be covered about 7 am. on Monday. The 
darkened area will slowly increase until the sun is 
just a thin crescent in the sky at about 8:15a.m. The 
moon's shadow will have covered nearly 90 percent 
of the sun and move on across the sky by 9am 








Observing the sun at any time is dangerous if you 
look directly into it Viewing an eclipse is no different 
than looking at the sun on any other day of the year 
In a 1972 eclipse in New York, at least two people 
became permanently blind and over 100 suffered 
permanent eye damage from looking at the sun. So 
NEVER LOOK DIRECTLY AT THE SUN. Here are 
some tips from local astronomers on how to view 
and photograph the eclipse 

DON'T trust sunglasses. They don't block out 
the infra red light which leaves permanent burns on 
the retina 

~-DON'T look at the sun through smoked glass or 
exposed film for the sare reason 

Take a piece of dense aluminized mylar, ina 
cardboard frame, hold it in front of your eyes anc 
view the eclipse through it. If you can hold this 
metallic polyester to anormal light and still see light, 
it is Not dense enough, and the sun could damage 
your eyes 

—Put a pinhole in the bottom of an oatmeal box 
with a piece of wax paper on the top. Hold the box, 
with the hole towards the sun, and you can see the 


eclipse on the waxpaper 

—Get some #12 welding glass, like a welder's 
helmet, which, when held in front of the eyes, will cut 
out all infra red light 

—Never look at the sun through a viewfinder 
without some protection over the lens. You can stil! 
do severe damage to your eyes 

—And for filming the eclipse, put a piece of 
aluminized mylar over the camera lens, similar to a 
lens Cap and fasten it with a rubber band. This will 
block out the infra red light, making it safe to look 
through the viewfinder 


Professor H. W. Ibser will be on the campus side 
of the American River levee near Guy West bridge 
with a properly equipped telescope to view the 
eclipse from 7 a.m. to 9 a.m. and invites interested 
people to drop by 


The Sacramento Valley Astronomical Society will 
have telescopes set up at the Sacramento Science 
Center and Junior museum at 3615 Auburn Bivd.

The situation is slightly reminiscent of the 
pioneer days when families packed their belongings 
in a covered wagon and headed west, bound for the 
land of golden opportunities. 

But on Saturday, two CSUS students will pack 
their astronomical belongings into a small Datsun 
and make a pilgrimmage east to Lewiston, Mont. 
looking for the golden halo of Monday's soiar 
eclipse. 

John Dijkstra and John Mough are traveling 1500 
miles in the hopes that they can set up their two 
telescopes and several cameras and photograph 
one of nature's most spectacular displays. , 

“The chances are good that it'll be so cloudy we 
won't be able to see anything,” Dijkstra, a junior ma- 
joring in music admitted, “But we're hoping for clear 
weather.” 

“Weather will be our main problem,” said Mough, 
a 21 - year - old chemistry major, “But recently, the 
odds on fair weather have increased.” 

Interested in astronomy since the sixth grade, 
both Dijkstra and Mough have read everything they 
could find on the subject. “I got a three - inch teles- 
cope for Christmas one year and have made good 
use of telescopes ever since,” Dijkstra said. 

“1 found two old magnifying glasses and put them 
together with a old toiiet paper tube to make my first 
telescope,” Mough recalls. “From there | built bigger 
and bigger telescopes.” 

Dijkstra and Mough met at Sierra Junior College 
in Rocklin, where they pooled their interests in as- 
tronomy. They tutored astronomy students and 
learned to operate the planetarium under the direc- 

tion of Sacramento Valley Astronomical Society 
(SVAS) president and astronomy instructor, Dick 
Marasso. 


The whole time I've been doing this thing, I've 


been involved in the planning of it and not really ap- 
preciated what it is that |'m doing.” These were the 
reflections of professional photographer Dan 


Tidwell, who will be flying in a Cessna jet at 35,000 
feet over Montana Monday morning to film the 


eclipse and its environment immediately in the path 
of totality “| don't expect the event to be that spec- 
tacular. } can't imagine any event being that great 

To me, it's just like a working at another job, 
Tidwell added ‘Working as a photographer, you're 
given the assignment and just go do the best job you 
can And that's the way | ve treated it. “orme. itis just 
a challenge 

Tidwell, appropriately the special events coor- 
dinator for the Sacramento Valley Astronornical 
Society began preparation tor his expedition last 
year 

Early last year | realized it was entirely feasible 
to organize an expedition because | had the 
resources and the contacts,” Tidwell explained, ad 
ding that he took a series of photographs during a

“He opened doors for us,” Dijkstra said of Maras- 
so. “We joined the SVAS and met new people with 
similar interests and boosted my interest in as- 
tronomy.” 

Today astronomy is not only a hobby, but a 
business for Dijkstra and Mough. The two own a 
Roseville store called Astro Crafts which sells 
everything from star maps and astronomy 
magazines to telescopes of all sizes. 

“The store opened a year ago and | was the store 
manager and only employee,” said Dijkstra. “When 
the owner decided to sell the store, business was 
really good and because we were in a position to do 
so, John and | bought it.” 

“Astro Crafts is the only astronomy store in the 
Sacramento area,” Mough added. “in fact, there are 
only three other stores like ours in Northern Califor- 
nia. 

“Open only two weeks, Astro Crafts has already 
done a sizable amount of business. “We've sold six 
telescopes so far,” said Mough, “And we expect to 
sell more in the near future.” 

The two CSUS students also grind their own mir- 
rors for telescopes, a long and tedious process that 
they work on daily in the back shop of Astro Crafts. 
“It saves a lot of money to do as much of your own 
work as possible on a telescope,” said Dijkstra, who 
is presently working on an eight - inch mirror. 

However, Monday will find Dijkstra and Mough 
shivering in the sub - zero temperatures of Montana. 
They admit they may be traveling a long distance 
with only a slim chance of seeing the eclipse, but 
eagerly await the experience. 

“It will be pretty exciting,” Dijkstra says, warming 
to his subject. “It'll be dawn, then it will gradually go 
dark again. During the two minutes and 40 seconds 
of totality it will almost be totally dark and stars wiil 

“It’s a long way to go for an eclipse,” Mough 
added. “But if we see even part of it, it'li be worth it.”

There also will be a total eclipse in Russia and 
Northern China in July, 1980. “China could be 
interesting. it looks like a good time to go to China 
Tidwell predicted. “We're going to try to get profes 
sionals and work with the Chinese government 
rather than approach the project as tourists 

As for Monday's eclipse, Tidwell knows of several 
groups who are traveling from Sacramento to the 
path of totality. One group includes 22 of the 25 
people from Tidwell's “Eclipse '79" class. a five week 
Continuing Education course which ended Feb 19 

“I've got my program planned where | won't have 
any time to just sit and gaze at the event Where |"!
